Egypt seen moving 
nearer Israel stand

No details were disclosed, but In- 
dications were that Egypt has sub- 
stantially moved towards meeting 
Israel's conception of the new Sinai 
lines. Cairo has also apparently ac- 
cepted the demand that the agree- 
ment have political components and 
not simply military ones.

Poor will pay most under 
VAT, tax study shows

ANY MENTION OF THE Internal 
Revenue Service is almost 


automatically assumed to he ἃ: 


reference to tax collecting. 
Unbeknown to.most, however, the 
IRS devotes a good deal of ita time 
and energy to economic research. 
Lately they published studies on 
Umited companies, the self- 
employed, car expenditures and the 
impact of the Value Added Tax on 
the economy. 

The most interesting study by far 
concerns the impact of VAT on in- 
come distribution. If VAT is in- 
troduced in a 10 per cent flat rate, 
the “‘poorest"’ 10 per cent of the pop- 
ulation will have their tax burden in- 
creased by more then 100 per cent, 
from the present 6 per cent to 12.5 
per cent. The 10 per cent with the 
highest income, however, will only. 
pay an extra 4 per cent, although it 
will raise their taxes from 18 to 22 
per cent. 

The _study” reveals that the tax 
burden will not change significantly 
if basic food products receive a 10 
per cent subsidy or even if the pre- 
sent purchase tax is to be eliminated. 
It suggests, therefore, that VAT be 
introduced with a 10 per cent rate on 
all commodities with the poor eligi- 
ble for. special allowances. These 
allowances should not be granted 
through the tax system, but rather 
through direct payments to the 
families, the study concludes. 


THE SURVEY on limited companies 
reveals the increased output of these 
firms. One per cent of the firms 
carry out about 80 per cent of the 
total economic activity, and this con- 
centration has a significant impact 
on collecting VAT. This tax, to be im- 
plemented in October, is easier to 
collect from large firms which are 
few in number. 

Out of the 1500 firms studied, 26 


per cent, most of them in the public 
sector, were suffering losses in 1971, 
and many were declaring lower 
Profits than was actually the case. In 
the private sector, profits were 
found to be 30 per cent higher than 
those actually declared. In 
Histadrut-owned firms profits were 
24 per cent higher than declared and 
12 per cent higher for Government 
controlled ones. 

The revenues of these firms in 1971 
was IL30b. and is expected to reach 
IL90b. this year, The firms are ex- 
pected to yield IL10b. in profit this 
year, on which no more than 50 per 
cent will be fully taxed. However, 
these figures do not take into account 
Profits from index linked bonds, 
which are. at present tax exempt. 


CONCENTRATION is also evident 
with the self-employed. In 1971 32 per 
cent of all taxes paid by self- 
employed came from the richest 4 
per cent, while the 40 per cent 
Poorest paid only 5 per cent of the 
total taxes. However, this study is 
based on tax declaratona and does 
not take into account the numerous 
self-employed who succeed in 
evading the tax collector. The Ben- 
Shahar committee estimated these 
-tax evasions at about IL2,000m. in 
1972. 
enditures on car allowances 
has become a wide spread 
phenomenon in Israel. The amount 
of IL580m. was paid out fn car 
allowances in 1972 and reached 
TL1,250m. in 1974. The ‘allowances 
amounted to about 4 per cent of the 
salaries paid. Altogether, the run- 
ning of 40 per cent of the cars in 
Tarael are maintained by employers. 
If one estimates.that car owners pay 
an average of 35 per cent in taxes 
(post-reform rates), the Govern- 
ment: could have collected an ad- 
ditional IL450m. in tax revenues if 
the taxing of car allowances had 
been implemented in 1974.

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PINHAS SAPIR — 


THE DEATH of Pinhas Sapir has removed the towering 
personglity of Israel's political and economic life for almost a 
decade. There were others who enjoyed greater popularity, 
greater authority, even ultimately greater political power, 
nevertheless, in the end nothing was done without Sapir. ; 

Yet throughout his career he retained a capacity for shrewd 
aud sober self assessment. He did not believe he could offer 
the right leadership in 1974 and had the wisdom and 
to reject his party's pressure and pleas to accept the Premier- 
ship. 

Rather his was the spirit of the Founders, animated by a 
supreme drive to build and develop the Jewish State. In his 
case, death indeed marks the end of an era. And in the years 
ahead that era will be seen not in terms of the criticism that 
frequently caused him anguish, but in terms of the constructive 
energies that he symbolized and supplied in such large measure. 


ECONOMIC FREEZE 


THE SOBERING realities of our national economic situation 


year decreased by three to four per cent; the Treasury's 
Economic Planning Authority forecast growing unemployment 
that could reach 70,000 two years from now, and the Governor 
of the Bank of Israel warned of the dire consequences in 
store unless we are able to divert manpower to productive 
enterprises that will enable us to reduce the foreign trade 
deficit. 

The calculations of the Planning Authority, presented in the 
form of a five-year plan, ate detailed and daunting. They 
anticipate no growth at all in private consumption 1980. 
In other words, the freeze of consumption is not conditional. 
It does not depend on a patriotic decision by the trade unions 
to refrain from putting in for a wage increase. It will happen 
whatever the trade unions do, because it is a function of the 
economic situation, or more precisely, of the bottleneck in the 
availability of foreign y 

‘What worker militancy can do is infiuence the way the 
resources are divided. Big wage increases will not augment 
the supply of goods, they will only augment the supply of 
paper money, that is, they will cause inflation. And that 
under current conditions will increase the volume of unem- 
ployment. 

The EPA does not say that no one’s consumption will 
increase. The bank clerks could get more, provided others get 
less. The average will still be unchanged. . 

Tt should be recalled in retrospect that had the EPA's 
restraints been accepted in the past, the country would not be 
facing quite such a severe ordeal today — despite the increased 
defence expenditure. Those who banged the table and asked 
for more in the past have a share in the hardships that a 
good many working men and women will be facing now. 

To avoid a recurrence of such misadventures,two necessities 
must be given top priority. The first is to maintain equality 
of sacrifice, which means that the Government’s incomes policy 
should apply.to all. A fortunate side-effect of the expected 
slowdown is that while wages remain relatively stable, profits 
will tumble —- which would not happen under conditions of 
inflation, or even stagflation. 

The second necessity is that exports should come first. It is 
more important to provide dollars for the export industries 
than to provide dollars for consumer goods in the shops. Unless 
these two priorities are respected — the same incomes policy 
for all, and a maximal restraint of consumption — the number 
of unemployed in 1977 may be considerably in excess of the 
predicted 70,000.

WASHINGTON. — 
AMERICAN OFFICIALS are 
still holding their breath on Por-
